DICAMBA 700 SG is formulated as water dispersible granules for use as a spray to control and
suppress many annual, biennial, and perennial broadleaf weeds, as well as woody brush and
vines listed in Table 1. DICAMBA 700 SG can be used to control weeds in asparagus, corn,
cotton, conservation reserve programs, fallow cropland, grass grown for seed, hay, proso millet,
pasture, rangeland, farmstead (noncropland), small grains, sorghum, sugarcane, and turf.

Mode of Action
DICAMBA 700 SG is absorbed by plants through shoot and root uptake, and translocates
throughout the plant's system and accumulates in areas of active growth. DICAMBA 700 SG
interferes with the plant's growth hormones (auxins) resulting in death of many broadleaf weeds.

Resistance Management
Although DICAMBA 700 SG has a low probability of selecting for resistant weed biotypes, tank
mix and rotate with herbicides possessing other modes of action to avoid weed resistance.

Operate
the pump to circulate the detergent solution through the sprayer system for 5 to 10
minutes and discharge a small amount of the solution through the boom and nozzles.
Let the solution stand for several hours, preferably overnight.

3. Flush the detergent solution out of the spray tank through the boom.

4. Repeat step 1 and follow with steps 2, 3, and 4.

Apply DICAMBA 700 SG to actively growing weeds as aerial, broadcast, band, or spot spray
applications using water or sprayable fertilizer as a carrier. For DICAMBA 700 SG application
rates for control or suppression by weed type and growth stage see Table 2.

DICAMBA 700 SG can injure desirable trees and plants, particularly beans, cotton, flowers, fruit
trees, grapes, ornamentals, peas, potatoes, soybeans, sunflowers, tobacco, tomatoes, and
other broadleaf plants when in contact their roots, stems, or foliage. These plants are most
sensitive to DICAMBA 700 SG during their development or growing stage.

Directions to avoid herbicide drift:
• Do not make applications when spray particles can be carried by air currents to areas

where sensitive crops and plants are growing. DO NOT spray near sensitive plants if wind
is gusty or exceeds 5 mph and moving in the direction of adjacent sensitive crops. Leave
an adequate buffer zone between area to be treated and sensitive plants. Coarse sprays
are less likely to drift out of the target area than fine sprays.

• Use coarse sprays (volume median diameter of 400 microns or more) to avoid potential
herbicide drift.

Asparagus
Apply DICAMBA 700 SG to emerged and actively growing weeds in 40 to 60 gallons of diluted
spray per treated acre immediately after cutting the field, but at least 24 hours before the next
cutting. Multiple applications may be made per growing season.

Corn
(Field, Pop, Seed, and Silage)

Do not allow direct contact of DICAMBA 700 SG with corn seed. If corn seeds are less than
1.5" below the soil surface, delay application until corn has emerged.

Applications of DICAMBA 700 SG to corn during periods of rapid growth can result in temporary
leaning. Corn will usually become erect within 3- to 7-days. Delay cultivation until after corn is
growing normally to avoid breakage.

Corn may be harvested or grazed for feed once the crop has reached the ensilage (milk) stage
or later in maturity.

Up to 2 applications of DICAMBA 700 SG may be made during a growing season. Sequential
applications must be separated by 2 weeks or more. DO NOT exceed a total of 17 ounces of
DICAMBA 700 SG per acre per crop year.

PREPLAN! APPLICATION
Apply up to 6 ounces of DICAMBA 700 SG per acre to control emerged broadleaf weeds prior
to planting cotton in conventional or conservation tillage systems.

DICAMBA 700 SG combined with 2,4-D will provide control or suppression of the annual
broadleaf weeds listed in Table 1.

Apply 3 ounces of DICAMBA 700 SG with 0.375 pounds ai of 2,4-D. Apply the tank mix of
Clarity® herbicide + 2,4-D as a broadcast or spot treatment to emerged and actively growing
weeds and when proso millet is in the 2 to 5 leaf stage. Use directions for 2,4-D products vary
with manufacturers.

Pasture, Hay, Rangeland, and
Farmstead (noncropland)

Apply DICAMBA 700 SG on pasture, hay, rangeland, and farmstead (non-cropland) (including
fencerows and non-irrigation ditchbanks) to control or suppress broadleaf weed and brush
species listed in Table 1.

Apply DICAMBA 700 SG to non-cropland areas to control broadleaf weeds in noxious weed
control programs, districts, or areas including broadcast or spot treatment of roadsides and
highways, utilities, railroad, and pipeline rights-of-way. Noxious weeds must be recognized at
the state level, but programs may be administered at state, county, or other level.

DICAMBA 700 SG uses described in this section also pertain to small grains (forage sorghum,
rye, sudangrass, or wheat) grown for pasture use only.

Rates and Timings

needed; however, DO NOT exceed a total of 24 ounces of DICAMBA 700 SG per treated acre
during a growing season.

Crop-specific Restrictions and Limitations
DO NOT apply more than 12 ounces of DICAMBA 700 SG per acre to small grains grown for
pasture. Do not apply more than 12 ounces of DICAMBA 700 SG to newly seeded areas or
crop injury can occur.
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Established grass crops growing under stress can exhibit various injury symptoms that may be
more pronounced if herbicides are applied. Bentgrass, carpetgrass, buffalograss, and St.
Augustinegrass may be injured if more than 12 ounces of DICAMBA 700 SG is applied per
acre. Usually colonial bentgrasses are more tolerant than creeping types. Velvetgrasses are
most easily injured. Treatments will kill or injure alfalfa, clovers, lespedeza, wild winter peas,
vetch, and other legumes.

There are no grazing restrictions for animals other than lactating dairy animals. Table 6 lists the
timing restrictions for grazing or harvesting hay from treated fields.

Apply DICAMBA 700 SG using water, oil in water emulsions including invert systems, or
sprayable fluid fertilizer as a carrier (refer to the Compatibility Test for Mix Components).

To prepare oil in water emulsions, half-fill spray tank with water, then add the appropriate
amount of emulsifier. With continuous agitation, slowly add the herbicide and then the oil (such
as diesel oil or fuel oil) or a premix of oil plus additional emulsifier to spray tank. Complete filling
of spray tank with water.

NEWLY SEEDED AREAS
Apply DICAMBA 700 SG either preplant or postemergence to newly seeded grasses or small
grains such as barley, oats, rye, sudangrass, wheat, or other grain species grown as a cover
crop. Make postemergence applications after seedling grasses exceed the 3-leaf stage. Rates
of DICAMBA 700 SG greater than 12 ounces per treated acre can severely injure newly seeded
grasses.

Preplant applications can injure new seedlings if the interval between application and grass
planting is less than 45 days per 12 ounces of DICAMBA 700 SG applied per treated acre west
of the Mississippi River or 20 days per 12 ounces applied east of the Mississippi River.

ESTABLISHED GRASS STANDS
Established grass stands are perennial grasses planted one or more seasons prior to treatment.

DICAMBA 700 SG combinations with listed tank mix partners will control or suppress the
annual broadleaf weeds listed in Table 1. To improve control of listed weeds, tank mix
DICAMBA 700 SG with one or more of the herbicides listed. DICAMBA 700 SG used in a tank
mix with other herbicides offers the best spectrum of weed control and herbicide tolerant or
resistant weed management. Refer to the specific section crop for DICAMBA 700 SG
application rate and timing.

For applications prior to weed emergence or when sulfonylurea-resistant weeds are present or
suspected, tank mix a minimum of 2 ounces of DICAMBA 700 SG per treated acre with a non-
sulfonylurea herbicide such as 2,4-D or MCPA. Tank mixing DICAMBA 700 SG with these
products will offer more consistent control of sulfonylurea-resistant weeds.

Additives: When tank mixing DICAMBA 700 SG with sulfonylurea herbicides (such as Ally®,
Amber®, Canvas®, Express®, Finesse®, Glean®, Harmony® Extra, and Peak®), use
1 to 4 pints of an agriculturally approved surfactant (containing at least 80% active ingredient)
per 100 gallons of spray or not more than 0.25 to 0.5% by volume.

EARLY SEASON APPLICATIONS

Use drop pipes (drop nozzles) if
sorghum is taller than 8". Keep the spray off the sorghum leaves and out of the whorl to reduce
the likelihood of crop injury and to improve spray coverage of weed foliage.

Applying DICAMBA 700 SG to sorghum during periods of rapid growth may result in temporary
leaning of plants or rolling of leaves. These effects are usually outgrown within 10 to 14 days.

Preharvest uses in Texas and Oklahoma only: Apply up to 6 ounces of DICAMBA 700 SG
per acre for weed suppression any time after the sorghum has reached the soft dough stage.
Use an agriculturally approved surfactant to improve performance. For aerial applications, use
at least 2 gallons of water-based carrier per treated acre. Delay harvest until 30 days after a
preharvest treatment.

PREPLAN! APPLICATIONS
Apply 3 to 12 ounces of DICAMBA 700 SG per acre to control emerged broadleaf weeds prior
to planting soybeans.

For use in farmstead (noncropland) and sod farms, apply 2 to 24 ounces of DICAMBA 700 SG
per acre to control or suppress growth of many annual, biennial, and some perennial broadleaf
weeds commonly found in turf. DICAMBA 700 SG will also suppress many other listed .
perennial broadleaf weeds and woody brush and vine species. Refer to Table 2 for rates based
on targeted weed or brush species and growth stage. Some weed species will require tank
mixes for adequate control.

Retreat as needed; however, DO NOT exceed 24 ounces of DICAMBA 700 SG per acre, per
growing season.
